What a pleasure it. is to pay one's debts: Sir T. Littleton made this obser-= 
vation. It seems to flow from a combination of circumstances, each of which 
is productive of pleasure. In the first place, it removes that uneasiness 
which a true spirit feels from dependence and obligation. It affords plea- 
sure to the creditor, and thereby gratifies our most social affection: It 
promotes that future confidence which is so very interesting to an honest 
mind; It opens a prospect of being readily supplied with what we want on fu- 
ture occasions: it leaves a consciousness of our own virtue: And it is a mea- 
sure which we know to be right, both in point of Justice and sound Policy. 
Finally, it is the main support of reputation.

FOR YOUR HOLIDAY DINNER 


To stuff and roast a turkey, of fowl 
One pound soft wheat bread, 3 ounces beef suet, 3 eggs, a little sweet thyme, 
| sweet marjoram, pepper and salt, and some add a gill of wine; fi11 the bird 
| therewith and sew up, hang down to a steady solid fire, basting frequently 
with salt and water, and roast until a steam emits from the breast, put one 
third of a pound of butter into the gravy, dust flour over the bird and baste 
with the gravy; sérve up with boiled onions and cranberry-sauce, mangoes, 
pickles or celery. |

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then pour a good boil'd custard (not too thick) over the rusk, and put a syl- 
labub over that; garnish with jelley and flowers.

Put a quart of good Burgundy in an open pan, with one pound of sugar, two 
leaves of mace, a little longpepper, a dozen of cloves, two or three tops of 
rosemary branches, and two bay~leaves. Place that in the middle of a wheel- 
fire of blasting charcoal. When the wine begins to be hot, set the fire to 

it with a bit of paper, and thus let it kindle and blaze till it goes out of 
itself. This wine is drank quite hot, and it is an admirable drink, especial- 
lay when the weather is very cold.
